A. Our Sight, our Taſte, and our Smell, all 
inform. us, that the Bread and Wine remain after 
Conſecration exactly what they were before. 
Q. What will be the Conſequence if our Senſes con- 
' flantly deceive us in the plaineſt Caſes?s 
A. The Conſequence will be very bad. For our 
Saviour proved his Doctrine by the Miracles which 
he wrought before Mens Eyes. But if Mens 
Senſes may deceive them in the plaineſt Caſes, 
there is an End of all Miracles at once; and this 
great Proof of the Truth of Chriſtianity is quite 
taken away. Q De 
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Q. Doth the Doctrine of Tranſubflantiation con- 
tradict our Reaſon? | i 
A. Yes; for our Reaſon aſſures us, that it is 
impoſſible for the ſame Body to be in different 
Places at the ſame Time. 


Q. Doth not that Doctrine betray Men into Ido- 
latry? I 

A. Yes; for as there is no Change made by 
Conſecration in the Nature of the Bread or the 
Wine, the Worſhip that is paid to them is the 
groſſeſt Idolatry. | 


Qi. Are the People always ſure that the Elements 
are duly Conſecrated ? | 
A. They cannot be ſure of it; becauſe they 
cannot know whether the Prieſt intended to con- 
ſecrate them, or not. | BE _ 0 5 
Q. What if the Prieſt do not intend to conſecrate 
the lng 7 5 f Bs. 
A. Then, according to the Doctrine of the 
Church of Rome, there is no Conſecration, and of 
Courſe no Tranſubſtantiation ; and the People who 
think they worſhip Chriſt, do (even upon their 
own Principles) worſhip nothing but mere Bread 
and Wine; for want of the Intention of the Prieſt, 
Qi. Do the Papifts carry this Doctrine of Inten- 
tion to other Articles ? | | 
HA. Yes; to every one of their Sacraments ; fo 
that without the Intention of the Prieſt no Bap- 
tiſm is adminiſtred, or Child made a Chriſtian 
without the Intention of the Biſhop, no Orders 
are conferred, no Prieſt is made; and conſequent- 
ly all his Miniſtration of Baptiſm, Maſſes, Abſo- 
Jutions, Marriages, &c. are of no Effect. 
Q. Of what Conſequence is this Doctrine of In- 
tenttin to the Pepiss he 8 7 * 
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A. It makes the Salvation of the People de- 
pend on the Care and Honeſty of the Prieſt, and 
at. beſt, leaves them in a ſtate of Doubt and 
Anxiety. Nay, by this Doctrine, the Pope him- 
ſelf cannot be ſure that he ever received holy 
Orders, or was ſo much as Baptized. | 


Q. How do you prove that the Five Papiſh Sacra- 
ments are not Sacraments of the Chriſtian Church? 

A. They are not of the Nature of a Sacra- 
ment; for they have either no outward and viſt- 
ble Signs appointed by Chriſt, to convey to us 
inward and ſpiritual Grace; or they are not ge- 
nerally neceſſary to Salvation. 


Q. I Confirmation 4 Sacrament ? | 1 
A. No: It is a very uſeful and ancient Cere- 


mony, begun by the Apoſtles ; but not being ore 
dained by Chriſt himſelf, is no Sacrament, 


Q. I: Penance a Sacrament ? 

A. No: It is not appointed by Chriſt. 

Q. 1s the Abſolution of a Prigſ neceſſary ? 
A. No: For in Scripture Forgiveneſs of Sins 
is promiſed without any other Condition than 
fincere Repentance and Amendment: Repent 
and be converted, that your Sins may be blotted 
© out.” As iii. 19. 5 
Q. On what Principles do the Papifls found the 
1 of Penance ? ; , 78 . K 
A. They ſuppoſe that every Sinner, by way of 
Satisfaction to God for his Sia, muſt fuſer fome 


temporal Puniſhment, both in this World by Pe- 


Nance, and in the next by Purgatory, even though 
he has ſincerely repented and forſaken his Sins, 
and received Abſolution. | 


Qi. Is Penance a Satisfation to God for in? 


A. There is no other Satisfaction for Sin, ot 5

Q. What then is the true End of Penance ? 
A. The Correction of the Sinner, and the Ad- 
monition of others. 


Q. Is that End anſwered by the Practice 7 ts 


_ Church of Rome? 

A. No: The Sinner is allowed to get another 
Perſon to do the Penance for him, and the Pope 
- grants Indulgences, whereby he remits all Penan- 


ces, not only of Sins paſt, but ſometimes of ſuch as 
ſhall be committed for a great Number of Years 
to come, or during a Man's whole Life. And theſe 


Indulgences cannot but be conſidered as Licences 
for Sin, which are publickly ſold for Money. 


Q. I Extreme Unction a Sacrament ? 


A. It is fo far from being a Sacrament, that it 


is not once mentioned in the New Teſtament : the 
anointing there recommended, being for the Re- 
covery of a ſick Perſon; Fames v. 14. whereas Ex- 
treme Unction is applied with quite a different 


Deſign; viz. to prepare him for the other World. 


Q. Are Holy Orders a Sacrament ? 

A. Hol Olders are the ſolemn Appointment 
of certain Perſons to the Miniſtry ; which, though 
according to Chriſt's Command, is not a Sacra» 
ment ; not being neceſlary for all to receive, 


Q. I Matrimony a Sacrament ? 

A. Matrimony is an holy and honourable State 
of Life ; and was ordained by God between our 
firſt Parents, in the Time of their Innocency : 


but being fo long before Chriſt, cannot be en- 


ed a Sacrament of his Church,

that are ſanctified. 
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Q. What do you think of the Obligation which the 
Clergy, and all the Nuns and Friars, and others of the 
Church of Rome, are under, not to marry? 

A. It is fo far from being commanded by God; 
that Forbidding to marry (1 Tim iv. 3.) is ſet down 
as one of the Marks of them that depart from the 
Faith; and it is often found to be a dreadful: 
Snare to the Conſcience, and an Inlet to the moſt 
abominable Wickedneſs. WL > 
Q. Why is the Diſtinction of Meats, as practiſed 
in the Church of Rome, unlawful and ſuper titious? 

A, To abſtain from Meats, is another of the 
Marks of 'them that depart from the Faith, 1 
Tim, iv. 3. The Practice hath in Fact deſtroyed 
the moral Uſe of Faſting, by teaching that Luxu- 
ry and Drunkenneſs are conſiſtent with Faſting, 
provided particular Meats are abſtained from. 

Q. Why are Pilgrimages unlawful ? 0 

A. Becauſe they promote Superſtition and Ido- 
latry, the Worſhip of Saints, and the unlawful 
Veneration of Images and Relicks. 


Q What doth the Church of Rome teach concern- 
ing Purgatory ? | 3 
A. That the departed Souls of the Faithful, in 

order to be cleanſed from their Sins before they 
can enter into Heaven, muſt ſuffer the Torment 
of Fire in a Place which they call Purgatory ; from 
whence, however, they may be delivered by the 
Prayers of the Church; which are ſold for Money, 


Q. Ls there ſuch a Place? | 
A. No: The Scriptures tell us of no ſuch Place 
but, on the contrary, declare, that, the Blood of 
£ Chriſt cleanſeth us from all Sin. Bleſſed are 
© the Dead which die in the Lord, that they may 
© reſt from their Labours, and their Works do 
follow them.“ 1 John i. 7. Rev. xiv. 13. 
Q. What 
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Q. What do they mean by Supererogation ? 
A. They ſuppoſe, that ſome Men may have 


more Virtue and Merit than is neceſſary for their 


own Salvation, which may be ſpared for the Bene- 
fit of others. This they call the Treaſure of the 


Church, and pretend that the Pope can diſpoſe of it. 


How do you prove this Doctrine to be falſe: 

5 Our u. bids Men, When 4 1. have 
« done all Things which are commanded them, to 
© ſay, We are unprofitable Servants, we have done 
that which was our Duty to do. In many 
© Things we offend ALL, *Zuke xvli. 10. James iii. 2. 
Q. How do you prove that one Man cannot my 
in the Merit of another? | 


A. Saint Paul ſays, * Let every Man prove his 
© own Work, and then ſhall he have.rejoicing in 


© himſelf alone, and not in another ; for every Man 


« ſhall bear his own Burden,” Gal, vi. 45 


Q. M bat is the ill Conſequence of that Doctri ne 
of Supererogation ? 


A. It offends the Purity and Holineſs of God, 


by ſuppoſing that Sinners can have any Merit! in 


his Sight. 

It diſhonours Chriſt, by ſuppoſing that others 
beſides him can make Satisfaction for. Sing. #*: 
And it nouriſheth ſpiritual Pride in ſome, and 
encourageth all Manner of Vice in others. 

Q. Can you name any other Errors and Corrup- 
Hons of the Church of Rome?! 

A. Several others might be named; but thoſe al- 
ready mentioned are abundantly ſufficient, to ſhew 
that the Church of Rome hath, in a great Mea- 
ſure, changed the pure and holy Religion of Chriſt 
into a mo 1 and dangerous Superſtition. 


Q. That think you of thoſe who live in the Com- 
munion of ſo oaks hs 4 Church? ? 
A. Th at 
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A. That they are under a moſt grievous Bond- 


age; and therefore I heartily pity them, and pray 
for their Converſion. 5 


Q. What do you think then 4 thoſe who ſeparate 
themſelves from the Church of Rome ? May they do 
it lawfully? ? | 5 
A. They not only may, but are indiſpenſibly ob- 
lged by God's Command to renounce all ſuch ido- 
Autrous Worſhip and finful Practices, and may reſt 
aſſured of his Favour in ſo doing. Come out 
from among them, and be ye ſeparate, and touch 
not the unclean Tp and I will receive you, 
and ye ſhall be my Sons and my Daughters, 
« ſaith the Lord Almighty, 2 Cor. vi. 17. 
| Q. What then is your Deſign ? 
| A. I am reſolved, with God's Help, to live and 
die in the Prote/lant Faith, as it is contained in the 
wholeſom Word of God. And I beſeech Him to 
| give me his Grace, that I may make a publick 
| and conſtant Profeſſion of the true Religion, and 
| add to that Profeſſion the Practice of a Godly, 
Righteous, and Sober Life, through Jeſus Chriſt 
our only Saviour and Redeemer. Amen.
